1 HIS is a fmall exhibition of Pi(5lures. 
Thtffc Pidures are placed here lo fhew the 

S)artiality of the prefent times; formerly 
even cities contended for the honour of 
having Homer for their countryman ; but 
as fooh as it was known thefe fciences were 
born in England, the whole c!ab of Con- 
noiCTeurs exclaimed againft them, faying 
it was impoflible that there could be any 
real genius among them, our atmofphere 
being too thick and too heavy to nourifli 
any fine ideas. Thefe fciences, being

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for merit is the only thing in the world not 
rccommehdable. To prevent Sarving,/^r- 
chite5iure hired herfelf as a bricklayer's la- 
bourer to a Chinefe temp!^ builder ; Paint'* 
ing took on as a colour-grinder to a paper- 
ftainer: Poetry turned printer's devil ; Mufx 
fung ballads about the ftreets, and Aftrono* 
my lold almanacks* They rambled about in 
this manner for fome time ; at Jaft, they 
picked up poor Wity who lay ill of • foxne 
bruifes he had received oiie mafquerade 
night. 

As poor Wit was coming down the Hay- 
Market, juft as the mafquerade was break- 
ing up, the noife of a pick-pocket was an- 
nounced, upon which Buffoonery fell upon 
IViti and mangled him moft piteouily. 
Invention flood iritis friend and helped him 
to make his efcape to thofe Sciences. Now 
it happened that night Lady Pajbion had loft 
her lap-dog, which ^^// found, and brought 
to thefe his companions, for whom Arcbi- 
texture built a little houfe ; Painting made a 
portrait of it; Poetry m^dt a copy of ver- 
les upon it; which Mujic . put a tune to, 
and Agronomy calculated the dear creature's 
nativity, which fo pleafed Lady Fajbion^ 
that Ihe recommended them to the houfe 
of Oftentatiori, but left fVit behind, be-^ 
caufe as IVit was out of tafte, Faftiion 
would not have any thing to fay to it* How- 
ever, fome of her Ladyftilp's upper fer- 
yants invited fVit into the fte ward's room. 
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and, according to the idea feme folks have 
of fTtt, ihey begged he'd be comical. One 
brought him a poker to bend over his arm ; 
another defired he would eat a little fire 
for 'em before dinner ; the butler requeft- 
ed a tune upon the mufical glafles ; my la- 
dy's woman defired he would tell her for- 
tune by the cards ; and the groom faid, 
** as how if his honour was a fyit, he could 
" ride^upon three horfes at once.**. But 
before f^it could anfwer to any of thefe 
queftions, the French governefs belonging 
to the family came down ftairs and ordered 
tf^tt to be turned out of the doors, faying, 
" Vat want you vid f^it, when you are 
*' fludying a la Fran^bife i Til vous affu- 
" rez, ril vous aflurez, if you will have 
•' us for vour mailers, you muft have no

*• lion ; ihe dog has fpoiled a fine piece of 

canvas; he's worfe than a Harp-Alley 

fign- 
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'* fign-poft dauber ; there's no keeping, no 
•* perlpedlive, no fore-ground ; — why 
" there now, the fellow has attempted to 
*• paint a fly upon the rofe-bud, why its 
** no more like a fly than f am like a— • 
** a — ." But, as the connoiffeur approach- 
ed his finger to the pi(!5ture, the fly flew 
away.— His eyes are half clofed, this is 
called, the wile man's wink, and fhevrs be 
can fee the world with half an eye ; he 
had fo wonderful a penetration, fo inimi- 
table a forecaft, he always could fee how 
every thing was to be— after the aflfair was 
over. 

Then talking of the affairs of admini- 
firation, he told his lordfliip, that he could 
fee how things were all along, they could 
not deceive him. •* I can fee if other

bitrary power, and prtferve the liberty of 
rfd England for ever, huzza! \Gives off

The firft contefted ele<5>ion happened be- 
tween the three goddeffes upon Mount 
Ida, whofe names were Juno, Minerva 
and Venus, when Pdris was the returning 
officer, who decreed in favour of Venus> 
by prefenting her with the golden apple 
\takes up the money, \ — Juno^ on her ap- 
proaching Paris ^ told h m, that though it 
was beneath her dignity to converfe with 
a mortal, yet if he woulcj be her friend, (he 
would make him a nabob. Minerva told him 
bow that learning, was beiter than houfe 
^d land, and if he would be hmr friend, (he 
would teach him propria qua maritus. But 
Venus, who thought it would be wafting 
time to make ufe^of v^rofcfe, gave him fucb 
a look as put her in pofleffion of the go' 
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den apple. The queen of beauty, out of 
gratitude to Paris , who had fo well ma-

This is a head [/hews it] of a male Mo* 
derator ftnd Prefident of eloCjuence at one 
of her fchools in this metropolis ; we have 
fchools for fencing, fchools for dancings 
and fchools at which we learn every thing 
but thofe things which we ought to learn : 
but this is a fchool to teach a man tcvbean 
orator : it can convert a coWer iqto a De-^ 
tnofthencs — nwke him thunder over porter^

Herb poliiical tobaccotiifts fmoke the 
foeafufes of government in cut and <hry 
argument ; here oppofition taylors prove 
the nation has been cabaged; here £iddler8» 
turned ftatefmien, find a curb for the mi- 
i^ftry; tiere the minority veteran players 
ar gue» that the fcene ought to be fhifted ; 
that the king's houfbold wants a better ma- 
nager, that there is no ncceffity for a ward?- 
rdbe*keepfer ; that his majefty's company 
a^e a fet of very b^ adors ; and he hum-- 
bly moves that the king IhouJd difcbarge 
his prompter.— -Some time ago the prefix 
dent of thii fociety had a great conftituti- 
onal point to decide, but not acquitting^ 
himfelf to the fafisfaftion of the ladies, 
this fpirited female feized the chair of ftate„

"Ladies, were it poffible to find a man

'* tongues, I am fure he muft readily yield 
*Vto the fuperior eloquence of our cyes,*^ 
r-lhe gallery cried.

Before I put thefe heads on one fide, i

— The mo- 
ment he comes into company and takes up 
a pack of cards, he begins, " 1 am no com-

'* up their fleeves, and make you believe 
" their fingers deceive your eyes— Now, 
*' Sir, you (hall draw one card, two cards,

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neceflitous men, arid are Aire toout-wit*em^ 
had they even the cunning of a— ^ Fox. 

Here is the head of another fafliionabltJ 
foreigner [fiiws tb^ bead ], a very funple 
machine; for it goes upon one fpring, felf- 
intereft. This head may be compared to a 
^foblezeance ; for there is but one feat in it» 
smd that is not the feat of underftandine r 
Yet it is wonderful bow much more rapicfly 
this will move in the high road of prefer- 
ment than one of your thinking, feelings 
complex Englirti beads, in which honour^ 
integrity, and reafon make fuch a pother, 
that no ftep can be taken without confulting 
them. This head, if 1 may be allowed to 
fpeak with an Irifh accent, was a long time 
boafting of hxs feats ; but the laft/^<vhe at- 
tempted proved his defeat^ for in fpringing 
too high he got fuch a fall as would difgrace 
an Englilhman for ever, and which none 
but a foreigner's head could recover. 

Is it not a pity that foreigners (hould be 
admitted familiarly into the houfcs of the 
great, while EngliJbmen, of real merit, fliaU 
be ibruft frC^m their doors with contempt Y 
An inflance of which happened in the fol- 
lowing pkfture-^r/^^ piilure brougbty and he 
goes before itJ\ Here is an opera dancer of 
finger maintairied by us in all theluxurj^of 
extravagance ; and in the back ground a 
maimed foklter and failor, who were alking 
alms, and thrown down by the infolencecrf 
the opera finger^s cliairmen > yet the failot^ 

loft 
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loft his arm with the gallant Captain Pear^- 
fon, and the foldier left his leg on the plains 
ofMinden. Inftead of paying a guinea to 
fee a man (land on one /^j^-^-would it not be 
better employed to be given to a man who 
had but one leg tojtandon? But while thefc 
dear creatures condefcend to come over here, 
to fing' to us for the trifling fum of fifieeii 
hundred or two tboufand guineas yearly, in 
return for fuch their condefcenfion, we can- 
not do too much for them, and that is the 
rcafon why we do fo little for our own peo- 
ple. This is the way we reward thofe who 
only bring folly into the country, and the 
other is the way, and the only way, with 
which we reward our deliverers.— [TJ^^/V-

Moft difficult it is for any fihgle fpeake

irer to this addfeCs; for, to (hew in how

A venera- 
Ue hermit coming by, botiod up their 
MFOundSy placed them again on horfeback^ 
iand gave them this piece of advice^ That 
ihey never hereafter ihoitld enga^ in any 
parties, or take part iki any difpute, wtih^ 
out having previo^fly examined both fides 
of tbequtfiion.

'and Juvenal^ the luxury and profliga 
f the Remans ; Boileau and AioUere, the: 
y and refinement of the French; Cer* 
fs the romantic pride and madoefs ' 
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the Spanijb; and Dorfet^ Oldham^ 
Addifon^ Churchill^ Stevens^ and Foo 
variety of vice, folly and luxury wb 
have imported, from our extenfive 
merce and intercourfe with other r 
We ftiould, confequently, reverfe tl 
rift and corredl ourfelves. We (hoi 
avoid him as the deteflor, but as the 
ly monitor. If he fpeaks fevere tru' 
Ihould condemn our own conduft 
gives him the power. 

It has frequently been obfcrved, i 
fatirift has proved more beneficial 
corredlion of a ftate than the divine 

*giflator. Indeed he feems to hav 
creaifd with peculiar penetrative fa 
an integrity of difpoihion, and a haj 
nius to difplay the enormity of tl 
tures, while ' it correfls the corrup 
tife of our vices. 7 he legiflator ma; 

, laws fuificiently wife and judicious t( 
and controul villainy, without the 
of impeding the progrefs. of voice i 
ly, while they are kept within the 
of only injuring ourfelves. For law 
power to puriilh us for the vices wh 
bilitate our conftitution, deftroy 01 
ftance, or degrade our charadler. 

Nor can religion entirely extirpa 
no more than (he can even controu 
Her two principles — ^alluring to vir 
promife of reward, and difluadin 
vice, by threats of punilhmwt, extei 
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..ifluence no further than on thofe whofe 
difpofition are fufccptible of their iinpref- 
iions. So tliat we find numbers among 
mankind^ whofe condu<5l and opinions are 
beyond her power. The atheift, who dif- 
bclieves a future exiftence, as not liable: 
to check the exercife of his favourite vici- 
ous habits, for any hope of reward or 
dread of punilhment. The debaiichee, 
though he may not deny the: truthof her 
tenets, yet is too much abforbed in his 
pleafures, to lift en to her precepts, or re- 
gard her examples. Befides, there are 
many fo weak in their refolution, as not to 
be capable of breaking the fetters of habir 
and prepofleflion — although the yare,.»t the ^ 
fame time, fenfible of their deftrudivecon- 
fequences. Ix is therefore, nature has im- 
planted in us a fenfe which tends to corre^* 
oiir difpofition> where law and religion are 
feen to^ have no power. This fenfe is av 
dcfire of public eilimaiion, which not on' 
tends to give mankind perfe<flion in evei^ 
art and Icience, but alfo to render our paft 
fonal charader refpecftable. It is this ful^i 
cepiibility of (hame and infamy which giv^* 
f^tire its efficiency. 

Without this fenfe of ourfelves thefcourge- 
Would lofe its power of chaftifement. We 
fliould receive the la(hes without a fenfe ' 
their pain, and without the fenfe of their 
pain we fhould never amend from thisaf- 
ftiftion. From the defire of being appro 
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ed and' noticed arifcs ei?erf effort whkk 
cooftitmes the vatr^ty of emplojmema aad 
cxcettencies the world poflcfles* It acfluatcs 
the prince axid the beggir, the pea/ant and 
the pahricia'n., the labourer and the fcbolar, 
the mechaotc ajid the fbktier, the player 
and riie divitie.-*-In a word, there ia not 
an indi'Vrdual m the community who^ con- 
diwft is noi; inftueoced by its dijflates^ It is 
there^enot furprifimg that nraiokind flbocrid 
be impreflive to the power of Sadpe, whole 
object is to defcribe their vices and folliesi 
for the finger of public infamy to point at 
their defor lanittes and drlinquencied^ ThQSr 
^rii^ere law cairwot extend its awe aad au- 
thority,. Satire widds the fcotirge of dif- 
grace , and where religion cannot convince 
tbeatbeift, attpadt the attention of the de- 
bauchee, or reform thofe who are fuhjeil 
to the power of hahit and felhion^ Satire 
affords eflfeftually her affiftance. Satire re- 
forms, the drunkard, by expofing t»- the 
view of himfelf and the world the brutafi^ty 
of his a<ftions amt perfon when under the 
inftaerace of iotoxicati^m. Satire reforms 
livkewife the inordinate aAions of thofe 
who are not awed by the belief of future 
reward and punifhment, by expofiag them 
to infamy during their prefcat exigence. 
And thofe who are fubjeft to the dominion, 
of depraved habits. Satire awakens t©» a 
pra<5ltce of reformation, from the poignant 
leufe of being the desi&on and contempt o€ 
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f thfiir connciftions. For Aere is no ^n- 
intiv« fo pt>w€rful to afeanetoa pernicious^ 
iffoms> as the fenfe of prefent and future^ 
fgracer We- may rhefdbre coRclude, 
atnothiigg tends fo much to C0Fre<ft vice 
[rf folly 38 this fpecieg of public cenfure. 
aving tht« made fome obfervations onr 
e generat utility and neccflity of fatirc,. 
tm^li proceed to examine wfjich of its 
ecics is the moft likrfy to be efffe^flive. 
Thfe moft remarkable fpecies of faiire- 
B, the narrad^e, dramatic, and pi6la- 
(que ; which have alfo their fcparate fpe- 
?? peculiar to each* The narrative con^- 
ins rhofe rfisft either reprove with a fmile 
a frown, by pourtrayifrg the chai^er- 
ies of an individiial, or the general man- 
nps of a focicty, people, or nation, and i 
t either defcribed in verfe or profe. -— 
he dramatic contains perfetfl relcmblance,^ 
bkh is defcribed by comedy ; or carica- 
re, which' is defcribed by farce. And 
le pi^urefque is what exercifes the pain- 
T, engraver, and fculptor. In aFl thefc: * 
»ecies the fatirtft may either divert by his* 
MOOT, entertain by his wit, or torture- 
f bis feverity. Each mode has its advo- ' 
rres. Bm wethink, that the mode (hould: 
? adapted^ to the nature of the vice or 
•lly which demands corredion. If the 
ce be of an atrocious nature, k certainly 
quires that llTe fatire be fevere. If it be 
a nature that arifes more from a weak^ 
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nefsofmind than depravity of feeling, we 
(hould think it (hould be chaftifed by the 
lively and pointed farcafms of wit. And 
if the failing be merely a folly, it (hould 
only be the fubjecfl of humorous ridicule. 
With refpeft to determining which fpecies 
offatire is the moft preferable^ — Thenar- \ 
rative of Horace and Juvenal, the dramatic 
of Ariflophanes and Foote, or the piftu- 
refque of Hogarth and Stevens, we can bcft, 
form our opinion from comparing their dif- 
ferent defers and excellencies* As the: 
narrative is merely a defer! pt ion of man^ 
ners, it is devoid of that imitation of paf- 
fion and charader u'hich gives effcdt to the 
dramatic. But as the. language is more 
pointed, more energetic, and more ele- A 
gant, it certainly muil imprefs the reader' |li 
more deeply. The dramatic, therefore, 
while it is calculated to affeft more the 
fpeiflator,. is inferior to the narrative in the 
clofet. The pifturefque is more defedive 
than either of the two former. It has only 
power to defcribe the aft ion of an inftant,. 
and this without the affiftance of refleftion, 
obfervation, and fentiment, which they de- 
rive from their verbal expreflion. 

VVe may confequently perceive, that 
each fpecies- has defefts to which others are 
not liable, and excelleiKies which the ethers 
do not poflefs. 

Thus, it is evident, that a fpecies of fa-, 
tire which. could blend all the advantages oL 
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all the three, can only be that which is ade* 
quate to the idea of a perfed fatire. This 
kind of fatire is the Ledture upon Heads. 
We cannot, therefore, be furpiifed that 
itlhould have been the moft popular exhi- 
bition of the age, 1 he heads- and their 
drcffes compofed the pidlurefque I the afr 
fumption of charafler and dialogue, bjr 
the ledurer,, compofed the dramatic; 
and the lively defcription of manners, the, 
judicious propriety, and pertinence of ob- 
fervaiion, compoled the narrative. Thus 
did the geniiis of its author invent a fpe- 
cies of entertainment, whicli poffefled ex- 
cellencies that counterbalanced the defeds 
of all other fatirids, produced from the 
age of Ariflophanes, who flourifhed four 
hundred and feven years before theChrifti-? 
an aera, until his own time. 

Having thus enforced the utility of fatire 
in general, and fpecified the defedls and. 
properties of its particular kinds, we (hall: 
proceed to make a few obfervations on the. 
peculiar merit of the L/e^ur^on Heads. We 
nave already feea that it pofleffes every 
quality of all other fatires in itfelf ; — It on- 
ly, therefore, remains to condder its wit,, 
humour, chara<fler, and apparatus ; which, 
are its eflential properties.— The wit of 
this ledlure is as various as the fubjefts 
which it fatiiifes— Its brilliancy charms, 
its poignancy convi<Ss while it chaftifes, 
and its pertinency always adorns the fenti- 
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ment or obfcrvation it would iliuffratip. The' 
variety of fts fpecfcs always entertains, but 
never fatiates. Even his puns pleafe, fronr 
ifteaptnefe andplrafantry of their conceits; 
His wit ts fo predominan^, that, if we 
may be allowed the expreffion, it is difco- 
vered in- his filence; A nnoft ftriking exam'' 
pie of this is where he ufes the rhetorieat 
figure called the Apotheopejis^ or fappreflion, 
in difplaying the head of a proftitute; he 
introduces it with fiiying^ " This is the 
head of a woman of the town^ or a ;r 

** but whatever other title the woman may* 
*^ have, we are not entitfcd here to take 
** notice of it." Nofbmg can be more de- 
Hcate than this ftippreffion ; — it difplays a- 
tendernefe and' liberality to the frailty of 
female nature, which does as^ much credit 
to his feelings, as lo his genius. We know 
not a more happy inftance of giving ex- 
preffion to filence^ or giving an idea wit houl-t 
verbal afliitance than is contained in tlie: 
above charadVer.. 

The humour of iht^ ledlure is grotefque;. 
lively, and delicate ; it varies its form with 
the characHer it ridicules :- nothing can fur- 
pafs the humorous whimficality of his fi-tu^ 
ations and expreflions v for they pleafe as^ 
much from the fanciful manner in which 
he places the ridiculous to our view, as- 
from the refemblance with which he- Ib^ 
naturally defcribes the prototype. His 
defcription of a Lo^kdon Btooix cannot 

fail 
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td^^ excite laughter in the feattiresof the 
greateft cynic. The natural propenfity 
which mankind has- to laugh at- mifchieiK 
never was more happily gratified' ihaafrom^ 
Iris defcFibing this characfler, pushing a

be chofen any other animal^ the eflWb 
woiild not have been fo great on hts audi'^ 
ence — ^If it had been an afs^ it would have 
Been attended with an idea of the obflina*^ 
cy and the rduxflanceof this animal, which* 
would hav« fuggeftfed its being too difficult;. 
it would not, therefore, have excitedi ixt 
any manner, the rifibfe faculty- — Hfed it 
be^n an ox, it would' have cormeded witK 
ittbei<tea of too miurh. fury and devafta^ 
tion to entertain with the pidlure. Bii* 
choofing a blind horfei who from his lofs 
«f fight and natural docility, may beeafily 
foppofed Vb be ted into fucha fituation ; the 
mind- adopts the credibility, and enjoys the 
whimficat and mischievous confequence— , 
^hile h condemns the folly and puerility of 
the Blood who occafioned it. It is this pe- 
culiar facuky of choice of fitbjetfls, fitu- 
ation, and'affemblage which (ronftitutes the- 
Excellence of a humourifty which Stevem- 
pofeflfed in a moft ennnefit degree ; for he* 
difplays it ibalmoft every line of his Ibc*- 
ture. Indeed,, in this art, we know of 
none fuperior to him ; except it be Shakcf* 
peare rn fome* of his coiricdie?, which are* 
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ihiTiritable in every thing which reFates to^ 
the vis cojnica. 

With refpcd to the charaflers of thi^ 
lefture, they arc fuch as will be found to- 
cxift with human nature ; except a few 
who are defcribed as the devotees to parti- 
cular fafhionSy and fuch will always be 
found while vanjty, luxury, and diffipation 
cxift in fociety, 1 hcrefore, from^ this 
univerfality of charadtcr,_ his ledure will 
ever be worthy the perufal of every perfoai 
who would wi(h to avoid being coniempti- 
ble or ridiculous^, 

, For there is no perfon but may be liable- 
to fome vice or folly which he will find ex- 
pofed by this mafterly, pleafam, and. ori- 
ginal (atirift. 

His characflers compofe every part ofi 
the community. The old and young, rich 
and poor^ male and female, married and 
unmarried, and thofe of every learned and 
unlearned profeflion, are the fubjeifts of 
his wbimfical, yet judicious and pertinent 
qcnfure 

Having thus made fome general rcmarks> 
on the wit, humour, and characfVer of thi^ 
lefture; — it only remains for us to fay a 
£etw words on its apparatus. This was 
merely the piAurefque part of the fatire, 
which gave that effed to the tout enfemblet 
which it would not otherwife have produ^ 
ced as a reprefcntation. It was by this ap- 
pendage that Mn Stevens waa enabled \c 
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aiford entertainment for near three hours: 
wiihoui a change of perfon, although he. 
changed his appearance. The apparalus. 
was not only an ornament, but a vifible il- 
luftration of what would ojtherwife have, 
been only mental. It was, therefore, in- 
difpenfable as a ftage exhibition. For ta< 
entertain an audience, the fight muft be. 
exercifed as well as the mind. It is necef- 
fary to prevent languor, which will always 
be the confequence, where refleiflion is, 
more exerted than fcnfation.

than we hear them delivered. But leiflures 
c^n anatomy,^ experirnental philofophy, a- 
ftronomy, and every'other'that admits of 
3pparatus,L we h^:ar and fee with much" 

more 
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more pleafure and.rmprovement tJla 
we read them. In regard to the 
OQ.heads, as the apparatus rs not n< 
to make the reader comprehend tli 
and meaning of the fat ire more 
can ftom the word^ themffclVes, Wi 
no doubt but its perufal wiU' affbi 
pleafure as to incrcafe its eftima 
poflJble, with the public. From 
clofe attention they will difcover I 
of wit, humour^ char^cfter^ and ixn 
that were not perceived during in 
ftntation. For the minds of an ai 
are very fiifeepliblte of being diverts 
attending ro what i$ repreftured: 
them. 

The company whom they are v 
the attradions of others whom> tf 
among an audience, frequently fiifj) 
attention,, while it lufcs the greatei 
tfes of the performance.
